He demonstrated that our earth Is 


attracted by this planet, and he showed 
how tbe amount of attraction may be 
disclosed by observations of the sunr 
ao that from an .examination of the 
observations he made nn approximate 
determination of the ronss of Mercury. 


Le Terrier's result Indicated that the 


welghfof the planet was about the fif- 
teenth part of tbe weight of the earth. 
In other words, If our earth was placed 
In a balance nnd fifteen globes, each 
equal to Mercury, were laid In the 
other the scales would hang evenly.—

eorne reminiscences of the war with 
Russia, and among them Is the follow- 
ing: 


SVhen peace was concluded between 


Japan and Russia the study of tho 
Japanese lanKiiaue became something 
like a. croze among Russians. At liar- 
bin, for instance, Jnpanese were In 
great demand as teachers of their 
mother tongue.

In Theatrical History, . 


Many and many a play.has had a 


chilly reception. But imagine what It 
must have been to witness a play or in 
be an,actor therein In a temperature 25 
degrees below zero. It was a company 
of American sailors who made the rec- 
ord of playing to "the:coldest home" 
known in dramatic history. 


Dr. Kane, the famous arctic explorer, 


told an audience at old Masonic ball 
along In tne fifties.of a play given at 
an exceedingly low temperature by the 
crew of one of the ships on the 14th of 
February, 1851. The play was the 
farce called "The Mysteries and M!a- 
•rles of New Yort" 


The outside temperature was 36 de- 


grees below zero. In the "theater" it 
was 25 degrees below ben la 4 the scenea 
and 20 degrees below- where the an- 
dlence'was Heated. One of the sailors 
had to enact the part of a damsel with 
bare arms, and when a cold flatiron, 
one of the properties, .tonched hi» skin 
the sensation was that of a hot iron. 


On Washington's birthday the crew 


had another performance. Outside tbe 
ship's thermometer was 46 degrees be- 
low zero. Inside, by the aid of lamps, 
it was only 30 degrees below zero. 
"Tbe condensation," said Dr. Kane, 
"WES so excessive that we could bare- 
ly see the performers. They walked 
in a cloud of vapor, Volumes of smoke 
accompanied all vehemence of deliv- 
ery. 
Their hands steamed- 
When an 


actor took off bis coat it smoked like a 
dish of potatoes."—Indianapolis News.
